On Outcome 
College Bond 


Residents of Alameda, Albany, 


Berkeley, Emeryville, Oakland 


and Piedmont have millions of 


dollars in state and federal funds 


| riding on the outcome of the Per- 


alta Colleges’ $47 
election October 19. 

The funds are part of the East 
Bay's share of state and federal 
money being made available for 
the construction of junior college 
facilities. 

How much money is involved? 

State officials have earmarked 
approximately $500,000 for Per- 
alta this year. Next year, Per- 
alta officials anticipate a state 
appropriation amounting to sev- 
eral million dollars. 

The money isn’t a windfall. 

It is part of the $380 million 
college construction bond _pyro- 
gram approved by California vot- 
ers last year. The bond program 
appeared on the November, 1964, 
state-wide ballot as ‘‘Proposition 
2" 

East Bay residents voted for 
Proposition but they may not 
share in the money. 

“State officials have warned 
us We won't get a cent if the bond 
issue doesn’t. pass Tuesday,”’ a 
Peralta official said today. ‘‘Our 
share of Proposition. 2. would 

The funds eould be withheld 
because the state program pro- 
vides for the allocation of funds 
on the basis of local effort. 

In other words, the state will 
give the money to junior college 
districts who have already com-| 
mitted themselves to a building 
program. 

Local effort is also a major cri- 
terion in the allocation of federal 
funds for junior college construc- 
tion.
